UOR THE FIRST time in its eleven years, the Chriat- 
x mas Tree Golf Tournament, sporting highlight of 
the festive season in Victoria, has fallen victim to the 
weather. 

The Dally Colonist, which has had much pleasure 
In sponsoring this, the only open golf tournament in 
Canada over the Christmas period, deeply regrets it 
was found necessary on Christmas Eve to cancel the 
event 

For the past ten days Victoria has been on the 
edge of a hovering Arctic front, and although tem¬ 
peratures this week have been only a little below nor¬ 
mal, there haa not been enough sustained heat lo melt 
the two or three indies of snow that presently carpet 
the Royal Cohvood and Uplands courses, which had 
been made available for the Christmas Tree tourna¬ 
ment. 

When it was dear from the weather forecasts 
that no improvement was in right, and the courses 
were covered with between one and four inches of 
snow, there was no option but to take this step. 

One hundred and fifty golfers—41 of them women 
—had entered the Christmas Tree tournament. Many 
of them had come from far parts—Winnipeg. Regina, 
the B.C. interior—and they along with the sponsors 
will be disappointed. 

No other event in Victoria in recent years has 
done more to publicize the mild winter weather which 
this area usually enjoys, and the delightful social and 
sporting happenings of *his annual tournament have 
found publicity across the continent in newspapers, 
magazines, and on radio and television. 

It was a great pity that in a year in which the 
Pacific Coast has suffered some of its most disastrous 
weather, a mere thin coating of snow should have 
been all that stood between the playing and the can¬ 
cellation of the event. 

But snow, no matter how thin, is the one weather 
condition which puts golf out of the reckoning. 

The Daily Colonist, however, is not dismayed. It 
will be back npxt year offering the golfing faithful 
their chance of playing once again in Canada's most 
unusual sporting event.

Glastonbury Legend 


By M. V. C1ILSMU, KJkllx 

Of all the fascinating legends asso¬ 
ciated with Christm■*. to me the most 
•bang* is the horticultural mystery of 
the Glastonbury Thorn. I have told this 
story a a previous occasion, but I 
think it bears repeating. 

I should explain that tha word 
“thorn” in England is an affectionate 
nickname for tha ha wth u rn tree. The 
Glastonbury Thorn, then, la an ancient 
hawthorn growing in the grounds of 
Glastonbury Abbey In Somersetshire. 

In appearance, the tree it the same 
as any other English hawthorn and 
teems perfectly normal in every respect 
except one -it burst* inlo bloom on 
Christmas Day! 

* * * 

Now, it is true that there art man) 
plants with a winter-blooming habit; 
the Chinese witch hazel, tha Christmas 
roae and laumstinus are just a few that 
| come to mind. But not the hawthorn, 
which blooms In May. 

In fact, the English hawthorn is so 
much a part at the May acene that it 
is known throughout the British Isles 
as the May Tree. 

Hawthorns in their many varieties 
are grown throughout the world, and of 
course they bloom at different times, 
depending upon the climate. 

In New Zealand. for instance, the 


Kngli.sh hawthorn blooms in Octui>er 
I ait o( alt the hawthorns in the whole 
world, the only one to bloom In the 
Christmas season is the old tree at 
Glastonbury and. of course, the trees 
which have been propagated from cut¬ 
tings taken from the Glastonbury Thorn. 
* ★ * 

Botanists believed at first that the 
Glastonbury Thom was a new and dif¬ 
ferent variety, but la tar investigations 
showed that it la identical in every way 
with the ordinary English hawthorn. 

By its chemical composition, by the 
structure of the flower, the shape and 
size at the leaf, even the fragrance, 
there is absolutely no difference. To 
this day there is no scientific explana¬ 
tion for Us Christmas-blooming habit 

There I*, however, a legend told in 
many a Somerset home around Glas¬ 
tonbury: 

.Joaeph of Arimathee, rich man and 
friend of the Holy Family, fled the Holy 
land to escape the fury of the per«eru- 
ter* nf Christ. 

Journeying to Britain aa a mission 
ary to found the Christian faith, he 
arrived in Glastonbury weery and dis¬ 
couraged. for Ms teachings bad had 
little effect. 

* * * 

He prayed for a miracle to convince 
the unbelievers, and thla was granted. 


for when he thni!<t his stuff into the 
earth it burst forth Into leaf and 
sweetly-scented blossoms. This took 
plate on Christinas Day. 

Stripped of its branches by pilgrim* 
and vandals many years ago. the 
original tree died, but not before many 
of it* slip* had been rooted and planted 
in churchyards and gardens all over 
Britain. 

One of these was brought back and 
planted in the Abbey ground at th$ foot 
of Wirral Hill where it stands to this 
day, guarded by a high fence to protect 
it from souvenir hunters, blooming and 
pe.-fuming the air as w* celebrate our 
Christmas. 

It is believed, then, that the Glas¬ 
tonbury Thorn I* directly descended 
from the miraculous staff carried by 
Joseph at Arimathea the man whose 
lovely garden provided the resting plac e 
for Christ a body after the Crucifixion 
and where the risen Christ Himself was 
mistaken for the gardener.
